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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable Dresner (1496981) 
in view of Piatt (2502632). Dresner teaches a case with a pair of upright side shell parts 40 (fig. 
5), spaced apart and forming opposed sidewall boundaries (note that the surface forms at least a 
portion of the boundaries), each having an upper and lower sections, top shell part 36 disposed 
between and connected to the upper sections of the side shell parts to form a top wall boundary 
of the receiving space, a bottom shell part 42, a fabric covering 30 (col 2, In. 64). Dresner meets 
all claimed limitations except for the shell parts being made of plastic. Piatt teaches that it is 
known in the art to provide shells that are made from plastic (col. 2, In. 32). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide shells that are made from plastic in Dresner 
as taught by Piatt to provide the desired reinforced material for the case. 

Regarding claim 2, there is a hole at 20. The claim does not exclude the presence of 
portion 22. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dresner in view of 
Rekuc et al. (543 1262). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide 
a pocket in Dresner as taught by Rekuc, at portion 20, to provide added storage. 

3. Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dresner in 
view of Browning (3606372). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
provide a retractable handle in Dresner as taught by Browning to move the luggage easily.
